Thin, good looking Joseph Cor­ 
bett, Jr., 22, a University of Cali­ 
fornia student, is being held at 
Marin county jail without bail to­ 
day on a charge of murdering Air 
Force Sgt. Allan Reed, found shot 
to death in Larkspur, December 22. 
He was flown to Marin county 
by Sheriff Walt a B. Sellmer, Lark­ 
spur Police Chief Howard Clark 
and Undcrsheriff Donald Midyett 
last nighl from Beverly Hills, 
where he had been arrested 
for 
stealing a car and carrying con­ 
cealed weapons. 
Arraigned before Judge N. Char­ 
les Brusatori in San Rafael justice 
court today, his case wis continued 
to 2 p. m, Tuesday to allow him 
to obtain an attorney. 
His father, Joseph Corbett, Sr., 
member of the Seattle Post-Intel­ 
ligencer editorial staff wired 
the 
district attorney today asking that 
a plea not be accepted until next 
week. The senior Corbett said he 
is driving here and mentioned hir­ 
ing an attorney. 
Corbett, dressed in military-type 
suntans and a topcoat, 
appeared 
calm and reasonable in court to­ 
day. He wid he did not have suf­ 


ficient funds to make bail. 
Early this morning, however, ac­ 
cording to Sheriff Sellmer, Corbett 
became nervous and upset, 
and 
shook violently when the trio who 
brought him from 
Beverly Hills 
took him to Larkspur where Sgt. 
Reed’s body was found. 
Clark said they drove over the 
“blood trail” from Corte Madera 
into the Larkspur hills —a blood 
trail they said was made when the 
murder car was being driven into 
Larkspur. 
The car, a 1950 Chevrolet, *as 
lata 
found 
blood-stained 
and 
abandoned near the San Quentin 
ferry. Corbett stole anpther car of 
the same make and year in Beverly 
Hills, police said. 
In Larkspur early todav where 
Reed’s body was found, the sher­ 
iff told Corbett to get out of the 
car and walk ahead. Sellmer said 
Corbett walked in the opposite 
direction from where the body was 
found, a place where there is a 
natural path. Corbett walked into 
rough ground and into the mud, 
the sheriff said. 
Clark, Midyett, and Sellmer set 
forth facts leading to Corbett’s cus­ 
tody as follows:

Corbett had been living since 
early November in a rooming 
house at 602 Beloit, Kensington 
Park (an unincorporated suburb 
of Berkeley) owned by Mrs. Grayce 
Fahtey. 
Police said Mrs. Fahey appar­ 
ently had been suspicious of Cor­ 
bett’s activities. When he drove a 
new car into the garage on Decem­ 
ber 13, (the day the murder car 
was reported stolen in Berkeley), 
she wrote down the license number. 
She told police she noticed his 
room was unkept, that his books 
were not put away, and that gun- 
cleaning patches w e r e strewn 
around the floor. She also noticed 
that he had been wearing gloves 
when he drove the car to h a house. 
The car was not used again until 
December 22, the night Sgt. Reed 
was murdered, police said, but ap­ 
parently it had been driven ibout 
60 miles that day, according to a 
report of mileage recorded by its 
owner the day it was stolen. 
The exact date Mrs. Fahey re­ 
ported the incident of the new car 
is being checked by police. 
She 
told police the last day she saw 
him was Christmas Day.

To supplement the statements of Mr. Paul Henley 
published, tn this column cm Friday, December If, 
there are a few more facts that should be called to 
the attention at the public In regards to the r*nko- 
v*r*y now going on In Sanitary District number 6. 
over the Novato sewer situation 
At about the same time that Mr. Henley's letter was 
published an article appeared tn your paper In which 
Mr. Jaqttes, former president of the Sanitary Board, 
disputes the assertion of Mr. Henley that a sewer line 
was laid thru low lands along the railroad tracks with­ 
out the approve! of the owner of the involved prop­ 
erty. The facts are that this line was laid practically 
nine feet below sea level and It wiU cost thousands 
of dollars to make tills property suitable for develop­ 
ment. 


Another thing that should be called to the attention 
of the Public is that I have been advised through 
reliable authority that the sewer lines running along 
Grant Avenue in the main business sections, which 
are twelve inch lines, the approximate assessment 
waa $1.50 per foot, but in outlying farm areas the as­ 
sessments were apprwdmtaely $400 per foot for six 
inch lines. 
Some of the assessments levied against property in 
the farming areas were more than the assessed value 
of the property. To my mind this Is practically con­ 
fiscation which seems to be in conflict with the Four­ 
teenth Amendment of the Constitution, which pro- 
hfbtta the taking of property without due process of 
law. This whole deplorable situation seems to have 
the earmarks of either incompetence, negligence or 
collusion, and those of us who are protesting are act­ 
ing as free-born American citizens who believe in the 
"Bill of Rights,** which guarantees even the humblest 
of citizen* the right of petition against an injustice.

This Is The Airport Proposal 


•I 
Of S.R. Chamber Of Commerce 


(NOTK: San Rafael Cham­ 
ber of Commerce has suggest­ 
ed a plan for acquiring a 
county airport. This is ths 
proposal as it will be submit­ 
ted to the county board of 
supervisors Monday.) 
In presenting this suggested plan 
to the board of supervisors of the 
County of Marin, the Aviation 
Committee of the San Rafael 
Chamber of Commerce has mere­ 
ly tried to act as a fact-finding 
agency. It has in no way attempt­ 
ed to present all the answers to 
the financial details. That could 
be better handled through the su­ 
pervisor* and the regular depart­ 
ments of the coiihty government. 
After 
considerable 
discussion 
with various government agendas, 
including the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, California Avia­ 
tion Commission and many other 
people interested in the further­ 
ance of aviation, tills committee 
arrived at the decision that the 
immediate and future need of air­ 
port faculties are a great neces­ 
sity to this county. 
Due to the fact that it was re­ 
cently announced that the last 
adequate airport was to be sub­ 
divided, this committee immedi­ 
ately started an investigation of 
ways snd means to assure the 
County of Marin that it would 
remain on the aviation map. 
The great increase in the use of 
air mall and air freight makes an 
airport more important each day 
to the business and commercial 
life of Marin County. Faculties 
must be made available in Marin 
County to permit the operation of 
a feeder line to San Francisco or 
Oakland Airport to transport air 
mall, air freight and passengers 
to and from these large terminals. 
With the present world situation 
we feel that one added necessity 
over and above those which are 
common knowledge is the neces­ 
sity of having an airport for dis­ 
aster relief to insure the evacua­ 
tion of injured people and the 
availability of emergency medical 
supplies which could be handled 
by an airport. 
Due to the rolling terrain of the 
county, existing potential sites are 
very scarce. This problem is added 
to also by the fact of the rapid 
subdivision and building program 
which has been going cm in the 
county during the recent years. 
The Aviation Committee took 
under consideration the three ex­ 
isting airports namely: The Ban 
Francisco Bay Airport in Ban Ra­ 
fael, the airport at Santa Venetia 
(which Is under subdivision) end 
the Novato Airport 
Careful consideration was also 
given to the proposed Greenbrte- 
Corte Madera site and other pos­ 
sible locations keeping in mind the 
terrain required, the availability 
to the center of population and 
other factors including costs and 
economic conditions. 
After these studies were com­ 
plete ft was the opinion of this 
committee that the best possible 
immediate location for an airport 
was the Santa Ventta site. A very 
careful investigation has been 
made of this site, and it has been 
found that the present proposed 
subdivision development has not 
materially affect«! the use of this 
rite as an airport. 
The owner and developer at this 
subdivision has ben contacted and 


has indicated a willingness to sell 
the remaining portion of the air­ 
port to the County of Marin. 
This rite now excluding the 
present subdivision, contains 130 
acres of land. On this land are 
approximately $47,000.00 worth of 
permanent structures. In addition 
to this the rite now includes ap­ 
proximately 15 acres on the oppo­ 
site tide of the San Pedro road 
from which there is available 
about 425,000 yards of fill for fu­ 
ture development. All properties 
involved, including the buildings, 
oan be purchased by the County 
of Marin for approximately $125,- 
000.00. At the present time, this 
existing airport is realizing a net 
profit of approximately $10,000.00 
per year. Hangar rentals and tie­ 
down charges alons show a net re­ 
turn as follows for 1000: Septem­ 
ber $575.00, October $031!» sad 
November $012.00. 
These figures do not include 
profits from gasoline teles. air­ 
plane repairs, profits from a fly­ 
ing school or any other ventures 
generally associated with the op­ 
eration of an airport. 
If this airport were acquired by 
tije county, and thereby guaran­ 
teeing that it would remain in 
operation, many additional planes 
would be quartered at this loca­ 
tion, thereby increasing the per­ 
sonal property taxes to the county 
and increasing the reven§e from 
the airport A great many of these 
private plane* wore removed froxh 
this site when it was revealed that 
the port would possibly be closed. 
While, at the present time, Fed­ 
eral funds for the acquiring of an 
airport are no longer available due 
to the war emergency, we have 
been assured by the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Administration that this 
field would be placed on the ap­ 
proved list and be eligible for Fed­ 
eral funds when those funds have 
been released. 
Future development of the site 
must be kept in mind. By acquir­ 
ing the airport the county is ac­ 
quiring a going business showing 
a net financial return each month. 
Early in the study of this entire 


question and after consultation 
with the CAA and CAC, the com­ 
mittee arrived at the conclusion 
that it would be a great many 
years in the future before Marin 
County could financially support 
an airport large enough to handle 
the larger commercial planes, also 
we were advised that any site near 
the center of population which 
would handle the largest commer­ 
cial airline would interfere with 
the flight pattern of Hamilton 
field and be subject to the air 
force approval. Therefore, it wae 
upon the recommendation of these 
governmental agencies that we 
proceeded in our attempt to se­ 
cure an adequate airport which 
could handle the average small 
plane of today. An increasing 
number of people will take up 
flying as a hobby and as an aid 
to their business. W* believe with 
an adequate airport, many of 
these people who own planes and 
now reside in San Francisco would 
be attracted to Marin County so 
as to have their planes more read­ 
ily available for use. The growth 
and development of our county in 
the future requires that immedi­ 
ate action be taken to assure an 
adequate airport which can be 
made readily available to the ma­ 
jority of the people of the county 
present and future. 
We sincerely hope the board of 
supervisors will give this their 
very careful consideration as early 
action is important to the suc­ 
cess of this plan. This committee 
will be more than willing to work 
with the county officials on the 
many details which must be 
worked out if this acquisition is 
to become a reality. 
In view of the amount of acreage 
and the available fill adjacent to 
thy acreage for future develop­ 
ment, we feel this site could also 
be considered for other activities 
such as for a possible seaplane 
landing, the development of aqua­ 
tic sports in nearby Gallina* Creek, 
and even the possibility of using 
a portion of the site for a Marin 
County Fair Grounds.

What About 
Civilian Debts 
Of Servicemen?

WASHINGTON (/P^W bU »bout your civi­ 
lian debts if you're called into military service? 
With your military pay much less than your 
civilian income, you may find you can't meet 
the-debts you undertook when you were a 
civilian. 
You may have a lease on your home, or a 
mortgage, or you were buying something on 
time, or paying on life insurance, or you owe 
taxes. 
And is your family thrown out because you 
no longer can afford the rent you used to pay? 
There's only one single answer to all this: 
Your civilian debts arc not just automatically 
wiped out because you've gone into uniform. 
Under law •whether you're called in as a 
national guardsman, reservist or draftee —you 
get some relief or protection on debt«. 
What you get depends on your particular case 
and your kind of debt: 


YOU MAY HAVE TO PAY off in full while 
you're in the service, if it's found you can afford 
to; or you may have to pay only pari of your 
debt while in service; or you may not have to 
pay until you're discharged. 
One man going into service may reach a satis­ 
factory arrangement with his creditor, whether 
it's an individual or a department store. 
The case of another may have to be solved by 
a judge when the creditor goes to court to get

This Is the best single bit of advice for you if 
you're going into the service and know you can't 
take care of your debts: 
Get some legal advice. You can do it this way: 
1—Before going into service— . 
Consult a 
lawyer. If you can't afford one of your own, 
then go for advice to the Red Cross, a veterans 
organization or the local bar association. 
2.—If you’re already in service— . 
Consult 
the legal assistance officer of your outfit. There's 
supposed to be one in every camp and on every 
ship. 
If there's none in your outfit, start the 


b a ll rolling by consulting your commanding 
officer. 
The following explanation-in this article and 
the one which follows on Monday—comes from 
government experts in the field: 


FEDERAL INCOME T A X - 
If you're called to service you don’t have to 
pay that civilian income tax until six months 
after leaving the service. 
But you must notify your internal revenue 
collector that you are in the service and want 
payment delayed until you’re discharged. 
State income tax— 
The rule on what a serviceman must do about 
his state income tax varies from sure to state. 
So, on this, check with your state collector. 
State property taxes and assessments— 
If you cajn't pay them because you’re in serv­ 
ice, notify your state or county tax collector. 
He can’t sell your property for taxes owed 
unless he goes to court and gets an order from a 
judge permitting him to sell It. 
If the tax collector takes your case to court, 
the judge can: 
1-Postpone sale of your property-for taxes 
owed-for any length of time up to six months 
after you get out of service. 
2-TeIl the collector to go ahead and sell the 
property but-and this is an important but-if 
the judge lets this happen, then: 
You can 
it bade after leaving the service 
b* then paying up the taxes owed, provided you 
dc it within six months after leaving the service.

The judge will base his decision on his belief 
in your ability to pay, or not to pay, while you're

Give Baby A Good 
Start In Life With 
Proper Type Feeding 


For years I have been„ preach­ 
ing that “The breast-fed baby is 
the best-fed baby.’* This Is one 
medical statement which can be 
mad« without qualification and it 
la a pity that mart mothers do 
not realize its truth. 
Every mother wishes the best 
possible start in life for her child 
and the majority will gladly do 
whatever is necessary to obtain it. 
On the other hand, if a mother 
is convinced, as so many have 
been during recent years, that the 
artificially-fed baby will do as well 
as the breast-fed infant, she may 
quite naturally be unwilling to 
undertake this task. This very fact 
may make successful breast feed­ 
ing impossible, since the mother’s 
personal feelings definitely Influ­ 
ence the supply of milk. 
Mothers who expressed a real 
determination to breast feed their 
babies were classified as belonging 
to the positive group. 
A second group, called doubtful, 
were indifferent, while the third 
or negative group preferred not to 
breast feed the baby. 
These mothers were then ob­ 
served after the delivery of their 
babies. The breast feeding was 
considered successful if- the in­ 
fant required no other milk after 
the fourth day of life.* Of the 
mothers who were positive in their 
attitude, three-fourths successfully 
breast fed their baby. Only one- 


third* of those in the doubtful, and 
one-fourth of those in the nega­ 
tive group were successful. 
Only two out of 100 women in 
the positive group gave up at­ 
tempts to breast feed during their 
stay in the hospital, while one- 
sixth of the doubtful group and 
one-third of the negative group 
gave up. 


AMOUNTS OF MILK 
It was also noted that there 
were difference« in the amounts 
of milk produced. For example, the 
positive mothers had an average 
of four ounces of milk per feed­ 
ing, the doubtful less than three 
ounces, and the negative only 
about two ounces. 
Of course, regular emptying of 
the breasts is extremely important 
to stimulate the flow of m»k. 
Mothers who do not wish to breast 
feed their babies may allow in­ 
sufficient time for the infants to 
empty the breasts. Then, too, the 
flow of blood is influenced by the 
emotions, and nervous tension may 
cause the Mood vessels to con­ 
tract, which cuts down the flow 
of Mood to the tissues. Hence, in 
these eases, the amount of breast 
milk formed will be less because 
of the decreased blood supply. 
All mothers should be encour­ 
aged to want to breast feed their 
babies and to make hn effort to 
do so.

Tb supplement the statements of Hr. Paul Henley 
published in this column on Friday, December 11, 
there are a few more facte that should be called to 
the attention of the public in regards to the contro­ 
versy now going on In Sanitary District number 0. 
over the Novato sewer situation. 
At about the same time that Mr. Henley's letter was 
published an article appeared in your paper in which 
Mr. Jaquea, former president of the Sanitary Board, 
disputes the assertion of Mr. Henley that a sewer line 
was laid thru low lands along the railroad tracks with­ 
out the approval of the owner of the involved prop­ 
erty. The facta are that this line was laid practically 
nine feet below sea level and it will cost thousands 
of dollars to make this property suitable for develop­ 
ment. 


Another thing that should be called to the attention 
off the Public is that I have been advised through 
reliable authority that the sewer lines running along 
Grant Avenue In the main business sections, which 
are twelve inch lines, the approximate assessment 
was $130 per foot, but in outlying farm areas the as­ 
sessments were approximtaely $4j00 per foot for six 
Inch lines. 
Some of the assessments levied against property in 
the farming amas were more than the assessed value 
of the property. To my mind this is practically con­ 
fiscation which seems to bt in conflict with the Four­ 
teenth Amendment of the Constitution, which pro­ 
hibits the taking of property without due process of 
law. This whole deplorable situation seems to have 
the earmarks of either incompetence, negligence or 
collusion, and those of us who are protesting are act­ 
ing as free-born American citizens who believe in the 
"Bill of Eights,” which guarantees even the humblest 
of citisens the right of petition against an injustice. 
Regardless of the fact that a number of these pro­ 
testante have medals and citations for distinguished 
service during World War II, we have been dubbed 
Reds, Pinks and whatnot. There seem to be no ob­ 
jections to paying for a sewer system that Is satisfac­ 
tory and assessments levied on a just and equitable 
basis. 
The Ihdependent-Joumal has performed a com­ 
mendable public service in publishing the pros and 
cons of this controversy, aa it has alerted communities 
throughout the county and brought to the citizens an 
awakened interest in their civic responsibilities.

In presenting this suggested plan 
to the board of supervisors of tha 
County of Marin, tha Aviarios 
Committee of the San Rafael 
Chamber of Commerce has mere­ 
ly triad to act as a fact-finding 
agency. It has in no way attempt­ 
ed to present all the answers te 
tha financial details. That could 
be better handled through the su­ 
pervisors and the regular depart­ 
ments of the coifnty government. 
After 
considerable 
discussion 
with various government agendas, 
Including the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, California Avia­ 
tion Commission and many other 
people interested in the further­ 
ance of aviation, *h|g committee 
arrived at the decision that the 
immediate and future need of air­ 
port facilities are a great neces­ 
sity to this county. 
Due to the fact that it was re­ 
cently announced that tha las! 
adequate airport was to be sub­ 
divided, this committee immedi­ 
ately started an investigation of 
ways and means to assure the 
County of Marin that it would 
remain on the aviation map. 
The great Increase, in the use of 
air mail and air freight makes an 
airport more Important each day 
to the business and commercial 
life of Marin County, Facilities 
must be made available in Marin 
County to permit tha operation of 
a feeder line to San Francisco or 
Oakland Airport to transport air 
mail, air freight and passengers 
to and from these large terminals. 
With the present world situation 
we feel that one added necessity 
over and above those which are 
common knowledge is the neces­ 
sity of having an airport for dis­ 
aster relief to insure the evacua­ 
tion of injured people and the 
availability of emergency medical 
supplies which could be handled 
by an airport. 
Due to the rolling terrain of the 
county, existing potential sites are 
very scarce. This problem Is added 
to also by ths fact of the rapid 
subdivision and btilkling program 
which has been going on in the 
county during the recent years. 
The Aviation Committee took 
under consideration the three ex 


has indicated a willingness to sell 
the remaining portion of the air­ 
port to the County of Marin. 
This site now excluding the 
present subdivisión, contains ISO 
acres of land. On this land are 
approximately $47,000.00 worth of 
permanent structures. In addition 
to this the site now includes ap­ 
proximately 15 acres on the oppo­ 
site side of the San Pedro road 
from which there is available 
about 425,000 yards of fill for fu­ 
ture development. All properties 
Involved, including the buildings, 
ean be purchased by the County 
of Marin for approximately $125,- 
00030. At the present time, this 
existing airport Is realizing a net 
profit of approximately $10300.00 
per year. Hangar rentals and tie­ 
down charges alone show a net re­ 
turn as follows for 1060: Septem­ 
ber $57530, October $631.00 and 
November $612.00. 
These figures do not include 
profits from gasoline sales, air- 
plans repain, profits from a fly­ 
ing school or any other ventures 
■ generally associated with the op­ 
eration of an airport 
If this airport were acquired by 
ti|e county, and thereby guaran­ 
teeing that It would remain In 
operation, many additional planes 
would be quartered at this loca­ 
tion, thereby increasing the per­ 
sonal property taxes to the county 
and Increasing the revente from 
the airport. A great many of these 
private planes were removed frorh 
this site when it was revealed that 
the port would possibly be closed. 
While, at the present time, Fed­ 
eral funds for the acquiring of an 
airport are no longer available due 
to the war emergency, we have 
been assured by the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Administration that this 
field would be pieced on the ap­ 
proved list and be eligible for Fed­ 
eral funds when those funds have 
been released. 
Future development of the site 
must be kept in mind. By acquir­ 
ing the airport the county is ac­ 
quiring a going business showing 
a net financial return each month. 
Early In the study of this entire 


question and after consultation 
with the CAA and CAC, the com­ 
mittee arrived at the conclusion 
that it would be a great many 
years in the future before Marin 
County could financially support 
an airport large enough to handle 
the larger commercial planes, also 
we were advised that any site near 
the center of population which 
would handle the largest commer­ 
cial airline would interfere with 
the flight pattern of Hamilton 
field and be subject to the air 
force approval. Therefore, it was 
upon the recommendation of these 
governmental agencies that we 
proceeded in our attempt to se­ 
cure an adequate airport which 
could handle the average small 
plane of today. An increasing 
number of people will take up 
flying as a hobby and as an aid 
to their business. We believe with 
an adequate airport, many of 
these people who own planes and 
now reside in San Francisco would 
be attracted to Marin County so 
as to have their planes more read­ 
ily available for use. The growth 
and development of our county in 
the future requires that Immedi­ 
ate action be taken to assure an 
adequate airport which can be 
made readily available to the ma­ 
jority of the people of the county 
present and future. 
We sincerely hope the board of 
supervisors will give this their 
very careful consideration as early 
action is important to the suc­ 
cess of this plan. This committee 
will be more than willing to work 
with the county officials on the 
many details which must be 
worked out if this acquisition Is 
tb become a realify. 
In view of the amount of acreage 
and the available fill adjacent to 
the acreage for future develop­ 
ment, we feel this site could also 
be considered for other activities 
such as for a possible seaplane 
landing, the development of aqua* 
tic sports in nearby Gallinas Creek, 
and even the possibility of using 
a portion of the site for a Marin 
County Fair Grounds.

What About 


Civilian Debts 


O f Servicemen?

WASHINGTON (3P)-What about your civi­ 
lian debts if you're called into military service? 
With your military pay much lew than your 
civilian income, you may find you can't meet 
the-debts you undertook when you were a 
civilian. 
You may have a lease on your home, or t 
mortgage, or you were buying something on 
time, or paying on life insurance, or you owe 
taxes. 
And is your family thrown out because you 
no longer can afford the rent you used to pay? 
There's only one single answer to all this: 
Your civilian debts are not just automatically 
wiped out because you've gone into uniform. 
Under law -w hether you're called in as a 
national guardsman, reservist or draftee —you 
get some relief or protection on debts. 
What you get depends on your particular case 
and your kind of debt: 


YOU MAY HAVE TO PAY off in full while 
you're in the service, if it's found you can afford 
to; or you may have to pay only part of your 
debt while in service; or you may not have to 
pay until you're discharged. 
One man going into service may reach a satis­ 
factory arrangement with his creditor* whether 
it’s an individual or a department store. 
The case of another may have to be solved by 
a judge when the creditor goes to court to get 
satisfaction on his debt. 
This is the best single bit of advice for you if 
you're going into the service and know you can't 
take care of your debts: 
Get some legal advice. You can do it this way: 
1—Before going into service— . 
Consult a 
lawyer. If you can't afford one of your own* 
then go for advice to the Red Cross* a veterans 
organization or the local bar association. 
2.-If you're already in service— . 
Consult 
the legal assistance officer of your outfit. There's 
supposed to be one in every camp and on every 
ship. If there's none in your outfit* start the 
ball rolling by consulting your commanding 
officer.

FEDERAL INCOME T A X - 
If you're ctlled to service you don't hive to 
pay that civilian income tax until six months 
after leaving the service. 
But you must notify your internal revenue 
collector that you are in the service and want 
payment delayed until you're discharged. 
State income tax- 
The rule on what a serviceman must do about 
his sute income u x varies from sute to sute. 
So, on this, check with your state collector. 
State property taxes and assessments— 
If you can't pay them because you're in serv­ 
ice, notify your sute or county tax collector. 
He can't sell your property for taxes owed 
unless he goes to court and gets an order from a 
judge permitting him to sell it. 
If the Ux collector takes your case to court, 
the judge can: 
1-Postpone sale of your property-for uxes 
owed-for any length of time up to six months 
after you get out of service. 
2-Tell the collector to go ahead and sell the 
property but-and this is an important but—ft 
the judge lets this happen, then: 
You can get it back after leaving the service 
bv then paying up the taxes owed, provided you 
do it within six months after leaving the service.

Give Baby A Good 
Start In Lift With 
Proper Type Feeding 


For year» I have been, preach­ 
ing that "The breast-fed baby is 
the beet-fed baby." This Is one 
medical statement which can be 
made without qualification and it 
la q pity that more mothers do 
not realise its truth. ' 
Every mother wishes the best 
possible start In life for her child 
and the majority will gladly do 
whatever Is necessary to obtain It, 
On the other hand, if a mother 
Is convinced, as so many have 
been during recent years, that the 
artificially-fed baby will do aa well 
aa the breeat-fed Infant, she may 
quite naturally be unwilling to 
undertake this taak. This very feet 
may make successful breast feed­ 
ing impossible, since the mother's 
personal feelings definitely influ­ 
ence the supply of milk. 
Mothers who expressed a real 
determination to breast feed their 
babies were classified as belonging 
to the positive group. 
A second group, celled doubtful, 
were indifferent, while the third 
or negative group preferred not to 
breast feed the baby. 
These mothers were then ob­ 
served after the delivery of their 
babies. The breast feeding was 
considered successful If- the in­ 
fant required no other milk after 
the fourth day of Hie* Of the 
mothers who were positive in their 
attitude, three-fourths successfully 
breast fed their baby. Only one- 


third' of those in the doubtful, and 
one-fourth of those in the nega­ 
tive group were successful. 
Only two out of 100 women in 
the positive group gave up at­ 
tempts to breast feed during their 
stay In the hospital, while one- 
sixth of the doubtful group and 
one-third of the negative group 
gave up.

was also noted that there 
differences in the amounts 
of milk produced. For example, the 
poeitive mothers hid an average 
of four ounces of mQk per feed- 
tag, the doubtful less than three 
ounces, and the negative only 
About two ounces. 
Of course, regular emptying of 
the breasts is extremely important 
to stimulate the flow of milk.

NCAA Abolishes 


Sanity Code At 


Dallas Meeting 


DALLAS (/P)—The sanity code set 
up to control financial aid to col­ 
lege athletes through a central 
agency is dead. It lived only three 
years. 
Instead of the code the members 
of the NCAA will handle aid to 
athletes individually leaders of the 
faction that wiped out the code said 
they would award aid on the basis 
of need. 
The sanity code had provided for 
tuition and fees through a scholar­ 
ship With the athlete working for his 
room, board and launch/. The lat­ 
ter point had brought the most op­ 
position to the code as administered 
by the NCAA. 
The southeastern, southern and 
southwest conferences led the fight 
to get rid of the code, mustering 130 
votes out of a possible 190—the nec­ 
essary two-thirds majority. The bal­ 
lot was secret. 
Bemie Moore, commissioner of the 
southeastern conference, 
said his 
group was not interested in a code 
“that will permit excessive aid to 
athletes and any code we have will 
foe to award aid on the basis of 
need.” 
The southwest conference 
rule, which will be retained, provides 
the same thing. .

If you received 
rents in the form 
of property, other than cash, you 
should include such rents at the 
fair market, value of the property 
at the time you received it. How­ 
ever, if you tenant makes alterations 
or improvements on your property— 
title to such alterations and im­ 
provements passing to you at the 
end of the lease, la not considered 
taxable Income. 
If your tenant pays your taxes, 
interest, insurance, maintenance, or 
other costs for you, then you must 
Include these sums as rental income, 
although you may also deduct them 
as expenses. You art entitled to de­ 
duct from your rental income all 
ordinary and necessary expense In 
connection with the property and 
the production of Income from same. 
For instance: real estate agent’s 
commission to secure tenant If a 
lease, this fee should be pro-rated 
over the term of the lease. Insur­ 
ance. If the policy is for more than 
one year, the premium should be 
pro-rated over the period of the 
policy. Taxes. Insurance. Depre­ 
dation. 
Maintenance and repairs. 
Gas, lights, and water—if your fur­ 
nish them. 
If you rent s portion of your home, 
then you may pro-rate such ex­ 
penses. or instance: you have a 10 
room house. You use 8 rooms and 
the remaining 4 are an apartment 
rented out. Then you would be en­ 
titled to charge off 4/10 of your ex­ 
penses.

When interrogated this morning 
after being brought back from lArk- 
spur, he was told by police that Reed 
was believed to have been murdered 
by ,a left handed person. 
(Police 
said this was determined in ballistics 
tests.)

Corbett replied, police said, that 
he is ambidexterous and that he 
usually fires a ‘gun with his right 
hand. 
Several items from the murder car 
and from the clothes and personal 
effects of both Reed and Corbett 
are being sent to state and federal 
laboratories for examination. 
Possibility of blood stained clothes 
worn by the murderer is being 
checked by police. 
Police are working on 'the theory 
that the murderer abandoned 0 the 
murder car on the San Quentin 
road, and rode the ferry to the east 
bay. 
Corbett’s father said his son was 
majoring in physics at the Univer­ 
sity of Washington where he was 
among the top 10 per cent of the 
student body in scholastic standing. 
He said his son had selected the 
University of California because of 
the nuclear scientists on the faculty 
there. The youth enrolled at Cali­ 
fornia for the fall semester as a 
pre-medical student..

SACRAMENTO (**)—Californians 
may not know for some time whe­ 
ther they'll have to pay a county 
sales tax or increased state sales 
tax to provide the dollars for de­ 
fense. 
The question of financing 
the 
preparedness program came up at 
special meeting of the 
county 
supervisors association 
yesterday. 
(All five members of Marin’s board 
of supervisors attended.) 
Association leaders told a news 
conference: 
1—Bills will be presented to the 
Legislature calling for a one per­ 
cent county sales tax or, as an al­ 
ternative, Increasing the three cent 
state sales tax to four or five cents. 
1—The supervisors will sit down 
with representatives of California 
cities to try and work out a uni­ 
fied defense financing program. 
But, it was pointed out, nothing 
tangible can be done until Congress 
actually votes defense funds and 
lets the states know how much they 
win be expected to put up. 
The supervisors board of directors 
adopted resolutions 
Urging a redoubling of efforts to 
provide the 58 counties with an ad­ 
ditional tax base in view of Impend­ 
ing defense needs. 
Recommending that 
the state 
pay for and operate the statewise 
aspects of the defense program. 
Governor Warren has

Cardinal Dies In Rome Leaving 
19 Vacancies In College Of Cardinals 
VATICAN CITY OP)—Francesco 
Cardinal Marchettl-Selvagglanl 79, 
deacon of the Roman Catholic Col­ 
lege of Cardinals, died today. 
Cardinal Marchetti-Selvaggiani, a 
native of Rome, received the red 
hat from Pope Plus XI in 1930. 
In addition to being deacon—or 
dean—of the college, he was also 
vicar general for the city of Rome, 
secretary of the Supreme Congre­ 
gation of the Holy Office and pre­ 
fect of the ceremonial congrega­ 
tion. 
His death raises the number of 
vacancies in the college of car­ 
dinals to 19. 
, 
Cardinal 
Marchetti - Selvaggiani 
had been iff for a long time and 
was unable to attend recent Vati- 
d n ceremonies. 
He was ordained in 
1896 and 
named titular Archbishop of Seleu- 
cia Di Sauna In 1918. On his eleva­ 
tion to Cardinal he became Bishop 
of Ostia and Frascati. 
Cardinal 
Mardietti • Selvaggiani 
served as pontifical agent at Berne, 
Switzerland, during World War I 
and later as papal nuncio Venezuela 
and in the same capacity in Austria. 
In 1931 he was named vicar of the 
Holy See and Lateran ardxpriest. 
The College of Cardinals, at full 
strength, is made up of 70 members. 


Vatican sources believe a consis­ 
tory to name new Cardinals 
to 
fortify the thinning ranks of the 
college may be called within the 
next two months. 
The Pope is expected to name 
cardinals from many parts of the 
world as he did in 1946, when pre­ 
lates were named from every con­ 
tinent. 
Of the 51 living Cardinals the 
average age is slightly more than 
70. Eighteen of the Cardinals are 
more than 75 and eight are more 
than 80.

Cardinal 
Marchetti - Selvaggiani 
died of cerebral 
thrombosis this 
morning shortly after he had said 
his daily mass. He was found slump­ 
ed in his arm chair while waiting 
to be shaved. 
News of the Cardinal’s death was 
relayed immediately to Pope Plus. 
The death of the prelate brings to 
the deanship of the sacred college, 
Eugene Cardinal Tisserant, Wench- 
born member of the Roman Curia 
and secretary of the Vatican’s sac 
red congregation for the Oriental 
church. 
Tisserant ranks next in seniority 
to Marchetti-Selvaggiani 
on 
the 
list of Cardinal -Bishops. 
He was 
elevated to the rank of Cardinal in 
1938.

To Fight Materialism 


EL PASO, Tex. 
Members < 
the Episcopal church were urged to 
fight “Godless materialism” at the 
closing session yesterday of 
the 
four-day meeting of the church’s 
house of Bishops. 
In a pastoral letter to be sent 
to all parishes, the Bishops brand 
ed Communism as the “immediate 
and obvidus” enemy of western 
civilization, but added: 
"The deepest enemy is the God­ 
less materiaiisn which bred the il­ 
lusions and cynicism of communism 
and weakens us now from within. 
“Beneath much of our own life 
there are assumptions which must 
be fought by every member of the 
church, for they are part of the 
enemy we face.” 
The Bishops referred the question 
of artificial insemination to a com- 
mtttee of clerical, medical and legal 
men. 
The presiding bishop, 
the Rev. 
Henry Knox ShdTill, warned that 
cuts in the church’s budget would 
have a disastrous effect on work 
of the church.

Because of failure to meet last 
year’s budget by $800,000, salaries

world relief was cut by $100,000 and

Cardinal Dies In Rome Leaving 
19 Vacancies In College Of Cardinals 
VATICAN CITY W —Francesco 
Cardinal Marchetti-Selvaggiani 79, 
deacon of the Roman Catholic Col­ 
lege of Cardinals, died today. 
Cardinal Marchetti-Selvaggiani, a 
native of Rome, received the red 
hat from Pope Plus XI to 1930. 
In addition to being deacon—or 
dean—of the college, he was also 
vicar general for the city of Rome 
secretary of the Supreme Congre­ 
gation of the Holy Office and pre­ 
fect of the ceremonial congrega­ 
tion. 
His death raisfes the number of 
vacancies to the college of car­ 
dinals to 19. 
, 
Cardinal 
Marchetti - Selvaggianl 
had been ill for a long time and 
was unable to attend recent Vati- 
d n Ceremonies. 
He was ordained in 1896 and 
named titular Archbishop of Seleu- 
cia Di Sauiia to 1918. On his eleva­ 
tion to Cardinal he became Bishop 
of Ostia and Frascati. 
Cardinal 
Marchetti - Sel vaggianl 
served as pontifical agent at Berne, 
Switzerland, during World War I 
and later as papal nuncio Venezuela 
and In the same capacity in Austria. 
In 1931 he was named vicar of the 
Holy See and Lateran archpriest. 
The College of Cardinals, at full 
strength, is made up of 70 members. 


Vatican sources believe a consis­ 
tory to name new Cardinals to 
fortify the thinning ranks of the 
college may be called within the 
next two months. 
The Pope Is expected to name 
cardinals from many parts of the 
world as he did to 1946, when pre­ 
lates were named from every con­ 
tinent. 
Of the 51 Mvtog Cardinals the 
average age is slightly more than 
70. Eighteen of the Cardinals are 
more than 75 and eight are more 
than 80.

Marchetti - Selvaggianl 
died of cerebral thrombosis this 
morning shortly after he had said 
his daily mass. He was found slump­ 
ed to his arm chair while waiting 
to be shaved.

Printing Press 
Of 1780 Aid 
To Williamsburg 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va.—A print­ 
ing press dating from the eight­ 
eenth century, one of three or four 
in this country, has been present­ 
ed to Colonial Williamsburg for 
exhibition at the Colonial Printing 
Office here, The ©Id hand-oper­ 
ated press is the joint gift of the 
American Type Pounders and the 
Rochester Institute of Technology. 
Set up in the Colonial Printing Of- 
I’ice, it supplements the demonstra­ 
tions of pre-Revolutionary graphic 
arts 
The rare press shows its age. It 
was a feature of a printing exhibi­ 
tion at the New York World’s Pair 
in 1939 and again in 1940 at the 
Baltimore exhibition celebrating 
the 500th anniversary of the inven­ 
tion of printing. 
Long known as the Dutch press, 
it is believed to have been used by 
Isaac de Winter in 1790 to print 
a newspaper, The Courant, in Mid- 
dleburg, Holland. At one time, the 
old press was in the American 
Type’Founders Museum. Later it 
was transferred to the Rochester 
Institute of Technology, one of the 
largest schools of printing in this 
country. 
The press is of the English wood 
type requiring eleven hand opera­ 
tions for each impression. It is 
slightly more than six feet high. 
Although several pieces, including 
the tympan, frisket and stone, are 
missing, the press is a valuable ex­ 
ample of eighteenth century print- 
ink presses. It adds authenticity 
to the restoration of a Colonial 
Williamsburg printing establish­ 
ment used in Colonial times» in­ 
cluding some usable eighteenth 
century Cask» type recovered in 
excavating the site of the William 
Parks* Printing Office here.

Printing Press 
Of 1780 Aid 
To Williamsburg 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va.—A print­ 
ing press dating from the eight­ 
eenth century, one of three or four 
in this country, has been present­ 
ed to Colonial Williamsburg for 
exhibition at the Colonial Printing 
Office here. The old hand-oper­ 
ated press to toe joint gift of the 
American Type Founders and the 
Rochester Institute of Technology. 
Set up in the Colonial Printing Of­ 
fice, it supplements the demonstra­ 
tions of pre-Rcvdutioiiary graphic 
artoThe rare press shows its age. It 
was a feature of a printing exhibi­ 
tion at the New York World’s Fair 
in 1939 and again In 1940 at the 
Baltimore exhibition celebrating 
the 500th anniversary of the inven­ 
tion of printing. 
Long known as toe Dutch press, 
ft to believed to have been used by 
Isaac de Winter In 1780 to print 
a newspaper. The Courant, in Mid- 
dleburg, Holland. At one time, toe 
old press was in toe American 
Type *Founders Museum. Later it 
was transferred to toe Rochester 
Institute of Technology, one of the 
largest schools of printing in this 
country. 
The press Is of the English wood 
type requiring eleven hand opera­ 
tions for each impression. It is 
slightly more than six feet high. 
Although several pieces, including 
the tympan, frisket and stone, are 
missing, toe press is a valuable ex-

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How To See In Darkroom 


Venezuela Commemorates 450th 


Anniversary Of Its Famed Lake 


By IRVING DESFOR 
There are many occasions these 
days when photographers are lit­ 
erally “groping in the dark” when 
loading, or unloading, panchro­ 
matic film or color film for home 
processing. When a Jam-up occurs 
there's not much else to do except 
grope and hope . . . to turn on a 
safelight is to invite film fog 
disaster. 
If it’s any consolation to you 
now, this dark picture promises to 
b r i g h t e n perceptibly sometime 
ahead. As one expert puts It: 
“Photographers can expect to 
see in the dark in the darkroom 
of the future.” 
The authority is Lloyd E. Varden, 
technical director of Pavelle Color, 
Inc., In an article in the February 
issue of “Modern Photography.” 
He discusses two approaches to 
the application of converting in­ 
visible infrared radiations to vis­ 
ible light. 
World War II made a practical 
application of the principle in its 
development of the “snlperscope.” 
With this device, sharpshooters 
could accurately sight targets in 
the dark of night, invisible to the 
naked eye. What happened was 
that an infrared searchlight, which 
the enemy could not see, “illumi­ 
nated“ the field of observation. 
The scope contained a lens sys­ 
tem that projected that infrared 
view in an electrostatic image 
tube. These e m i t t e d electrons 
which were focussed by the tube 
onto a small fluorescent screen, 
producing a visible image that was

observed through a magnifying 
eyepiece. 
INEVITABV, s o m e peacetime 
application of this principle, is 
forthcoming. Along that lint, Var­ 
den says, Pavelle Color, Inc., pur­ 
chased a surplus military infrared 
telescope for experiments in their 
color processing darkrooms. It op­ 
erated from an ordinary 115 volt 
line, and provided an amazingly 
brilliant image. The area under

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How To See In Darkroom. 


Venezuela. Commemorates 450th

There are many occasions these 
days when photographers are lit* 
•rally “groping in the dark” when 
loading, or unloading, panchro­ 
matic film or color film for home 
processing. When a jam-up occurs 
there's not much else to do except 
grope and hope . . . to torn on a 
eafeUght is to invite film fog 
disaster. 
If it’s any consolation to you 
now, this dark picture promises to 
h r l g h t e n perceptibly sometime 
ahead. As one expert puts it: 
“Photographers can expect to 
see in the dark in the darkroom 
of the future.” 
The authority is Lloyd E. Varden, 
technical director of Pavelle Color, 
Inc., in an article in the February 
issue of “Modem Photography.” 
He discusses two approaches to 
the application of converting In­ 
visible infrared, radiations to' vis­ 
ible light. 
World War n made a practical 
application of the principle in its 
development of the “sniperscope.” 
W ith this device, sharpshooters 
could accurately sight targets in 
the dark of night, invisible to the 
naked eye. W hat happened was 
that an infrared searchlight, which 
the enemy could not see, “illumi­ 
nated” the field of observation. 
The scope contained a lens sys­ 
tem that projected that infrared 
view in an electrostatic image 
tube. These e m i t t e d electrons 
which were focussed by the tube 
onto a small fluorescent screen, 
producing a visible image that was

Sausalitan Says 
Art Training 
Makes It A Craft 


An artist has a constant struggle 
to be liberated from nature and 
yet take the continuity that nature 
can give, according to Harry Bow­ 
den. 
The 43-year old Sausalito artist 
and photographer who^ias an ex­ 
hibit of impressionistic oil paint­ 
ings at Louvre, Inc.. 719 Chestnut 
street, San Francis«», through Jan- 
urary 20, was explaining his own 
development as an artist. 
After painting very naturalistic 
works, he became dissatisfied with 
bis academic training. “It made 
art too much of a craft," he stated,

Sausalitan Says 
Art Training 


Makes It A Craft 


An artist has a constant struggle 
to be liberated from nature and 
yet take the continuity that nature 
can give, according to Harry Bow­ 
den. 
The 43-year old Sausalito artist 
and photographer who Jias an ex­ 
hibit of impressionistic oil paint­ 
ings at louvre, Inc., 719 Chestnut 
street, San Francisco, through Jan­ 
u ary 20, was explaining his own 
development as an artist. 
After painting very naturalistic 
works, he became dissatisfied with 
his academic training. “It made 
art too much of a craft," he stated, 
“you win a prize and pretty soon 
you have a home in the country 
and It becomes a routine business. 
“In order to make ait more than 
a craft,** said Bowden, "the artist 
has to make each painting a new 
experience. That’s when art has 
* chance for vitality.** 
At first it it a logical step to go 
from naturalistic to non-objective 
painting in an attempt to make 
art absolutely pure, the artist went 
on.After doing some non-objective 
painting, Bowden felt it was not 
giving him enough opportunity to 
create a painting with continuity 
In the painting. • “so that every 
form, every color has its operation 
and nothing is superfluous. For 
this you need subject matter.** 
THE ACADEMICIAN, according 
to Bowden, is a “slave to nature 
whereas the non-objective painter 
pays too high a price for his 
liberation from nature.** 
The latter, .Bowden contends, 
“rob themselves of the struggle 
quality in painting.** It is not 
enough simply to “drop paint on 
canvas.** 
For instance, he amplified. "You 
take two elements. The canvas and 
colors and a concept of nature. 
The flat surface is in no way con­ 
nected with nature. In a struggle 
to reconcile the three dimensional 
world with the flat surface, there 
is a fight to translate the one .onto 
the other. Once tWs is accom­ 
plished there is a sort of crystal­ 
lization and out of the two ele­ 
ments comes a painting with a~ 
life of its own." 
Bowden who received his early 
art training id Los Angeles origin­ 
ally wanted to be a commercial 
artist as a result of his association 
with Frederick Curtis White, an 
innovator1 In advertising art.

U.N. Unity Keynote In Choice 


By Decorator Of Furnishings 


By ADELAIDE KERR 
NEW Y O R K -T h e United Nations is moving into its new, 
permanent home in the midst of some of the stormiest political 
weather it has ever endured. 
While delegations are wrestling with the Korean problem, a 
fleet of movers and trucks is completing the move from Lake 
Success, L. I., to the UN's 17-acre plot in midtown Manhattan. 
The greater part of 3,000 secretariat workers, including Trygve 
Lie, is taking -quarters in the 39-story, glass-walled, office sky- 
scraper overlooking East River. 
The building is one of three 
now under construction. 
Enough workers remain at Lake 
Success to handle the work en­ 
tailed by the General Assembly. A 
few hundred will remain at the old 
Long 
Island 
headquarters 
until 
Jufte. By then the second new 
building here, for meetings of the 
Security C o u n c i l , Trusteeship 
Council and Assembly Committees 
is to be completed. 
U.N.’s new home has been one 
.of the most complicated housing, 
furnishing and housekeeping jobs 
of all time. It had to suit 60 mem­ 
ber nations with tastes as far apart 
as the poles. So UJN. chose modem 
architecture. P e o p l e from the 
tropics and from frigid zones had 
to work in- it. So the secretariat 
building has a heating and cooling 
system adjustable in each office by 
the twirl of a knob. Its furnish­ 
ings had to be functional and com­ 
fortable to cut down fatigue. They 
had to wear long, be easy to main­ 
tain and keep clean—to cut down 
costs. They had to be bought in 
many d i f f e r e n t countries and 
welded into a whole that did not 
clash. 
"All these things were kept in 
m i n d 
w h e n 
furnishings were 
chosen,'* says Abel Sorensen, head 
of interior design of the U.N. pro­ 
ject. 
LOTS OF U.N.’s CHAIRS are 
covered 
with 
leather 
to 
resist 
burns. Window draperies in big­ 
wigs offices are close-woven wool 
that looks sturdy enough to last 
for decades. Carpet* are generally 
chenille. Offices of top officials 


have television sets, so that they 
can keep track of what goes on in 
a council room without leaving 
their desks. The whole thing has 
been done in cheerful color and in 
modem decor. Any housekeeper 
would rejoice in the smooth sur­ 
faces that have no dust-catcher 
curlicues. 
When you visit UN /s new hofhe, 
you will see a building that looks 
Jike a book standing on end, built 
of steel, marble, aluminum *» 4 
glass. Both main walls are faced 
with a solid phalanx of green glass 
windows. They don't look green 
from inside, though; they look like 
Usual windowpane. But by some 
scientific quirk, if you raise one 
and look out, the outside world 
looks 10» colored. From one side 
you see the East River, from the 
other

skyscrapers,

Gloomy Architects See Barracks, 


Quonset Huts Main '51 Housing 


By GAY FAULEY 
NEW YORK (U.R)—Ask one rep­ 
resentative of the American Insti-* 
tute of Architects what is ahead 
for home-building this year and he 
will answer "Quonset huts and 
barracks." 
That is the gloomy outlook, as 
seen by John Hancock Callender, 
head of the small house commit­ 
tee of the AIA. 
Callender said: 
"It s hard to forecast the future 
of home construction, but if this 
nation builds an army of more 
than 3,000,000 men, as asked by 
President Truman, it will mean 
concentration on war housing. 
"Quonsqt 
huts, 
barracks 
and 
temporary houses near war plant 
sites will be the answer." 
Callender feels that stepped-up 
mobilisation will just about stop 
any other type of home construc­ 
tion. 
Current credit restrictions al­ 
ready have sliced deeply into civil­ 
ian home-building, he said, "es­ 
pecially in the low cost field " 
The restrictions haven't affected 
the home buyer who can afford a

costing 
$25,000 
or 
more. 
Callender explained, “This buyer 
can afford the big down payment 
the government now requires on 
such a house 
Callender said he hoped the pit­

He does not foresee a nation of 
builders who demand an A-bomb 
shelter with every two-car garage. 
“As a matter of fact," he said, 
“bomb-sheiter plans are available. 
But I've not heard of a single 
architect who had a request for 
one."

Craftsmen in the printing in­ 
dustry in M arin say th at if Ben­ 
jam in Franklin were with us and 
undertook to print today’s Inde- 
pendent-Journal on his hand press, 
it would take him about a hundred 
years, working ten hours a day, 
six days a week. It would take 
Gutenberg about a year to set the 
type by the hand methods he 
used. 
Printing in the county is now 
one of its im portant industries. It 
is the whole Hay Area’s second 
largest industry. 
It differs from other industries 
in many ways. 
In printing, every job is a tailor- 
made one. Printing cannot be ex­ 
ecuted in advance and put on 
the shelf or in the warehouse 
against future sales.

Dormer and bay windows add 
many dollars to the cost of a 
house and often serve no particu­ 
larly good purpose.

• the dampness, such as silica gel 
and activated alumina in various 
types of containers.

Solid calcium chloride also takes 
up moisture and becomes Uguld, 
so the supply must be replaced 
occasionally. Mrs. Maclure sug­ 
gests putting it in a doth bag 
with a rust-proof container under­ 
neath to catch the drippings.

In Older Home Can Be Modernized

Fewer Homes To Be Built, 
Federal Agencies Predict 


WASHINGTON — Construction 
activity in the UM. is beginning to 
brace a new pattern as 1*51 gets 
underway, according to Govern­ 
ment construction specialists the 
Wall Street Journal says. 
The pattern’ will mean that 
builder, in months ahead will put 
up fewer new homes and get fewer 
public construction contracts. But 
construction of commercial and in­ 
dustrial plants, particularly (or de­ 
fense needs, will increase. 
The C o m m e r c e Department's 
Building materials division and the 
Labor Department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said the changing 
trend k occur ing partly as a re­ 
sult of actions taken to prevent 
Inflation and conserve scarce ma­ 
terials, and partly in anticipation 
of similar further moves that may 
become necessary, 
* 
A JOINT REPORT from the two 
Government divisions did not go ' 
Into detail on these moves. Ob­ 
viously it was referring to Federal 
Reserve Board and Housing & 
Home Finance Agency curbs on 
mortgage credit for homes, and to 
recent orders of the National pro­ 
duction Authority curbing the use 
of scarce metals In “non-essential'* 
activities. More orders of thk sort 
will come in the weeks just ahead. 
The report explained that while 
home building Is declining from 
f record high levels, building of fac­ 
tories, warehouses and store struc­ 
tures has spurted since the out- 
bicak of war in Korea. 
' “The immediate post-war ex­ 
pansion of industrial plants had 
been largely completed by 1*4* ami 
construction of new factories was 
proceeding at a relatively moderate, 
pace until mid-1*60, when many 
Industrial u h M gimDli deckled 


upon further expansion,” the de­ 
partment said. “Commercial build­ 
ing had lagged behind new resi­ 
dential developments in spite of 
substantial post-war expansion. A 
considerable increase In the con­ 
struction of new stores, warehouses 
and office buildings was under 
way, however, during the closing 
months of i960.’* 
The joint report estimated that 
outlays for new construction put 
in place in 1850 amounted to a 
record-breaking total of almost 
*27,715 million. The number of 
new housing units started far sur­ 
passed any previous year’s total, 
employment in contract construc­ 
tion reached a peak and output of 
many building materials broke all 
previous records. 
Raising of new homes accounted 
for most of the records set last 
year in the construction field. The 
housing boom which started In the 
last half of 1949 reached peak 
proportions in the spring of 1950 
and continued to exceed all pre­ 
vious levels until near the end of 
the year. 
THE AGENCIES Suggested that 
liberal financing coupled with the 
accumulated backlog of housing 
needs set off the boom, But a 
tightening 'of h o u s i n g credit 
brought it to an end in the final 
quarter of 1950, A total of nearly 
*11,500 million was spent on con­ 
struction of privately-owned non- 
farm dwellings in 1950. or more 
than two-fifths of total outlays for 
all types of construction last year. 
Buildings of schools, churches, 
hospitals and other institutional 
structures also hit unprecedented 
levels in 1950, Spending for high­ 
way construction and reclamation 
and flood control were up tnoder- 


ately over 1949, to a new high level. 
In terms of physical volume of 
work done, as well as in dollars, 
1950 was a record year In con­ 
struction, the Government agen­ 
cies declared. Physical volume of 
construction 
work 
accomplished 
was estimated at about 10% above 
the previous record-set way back 
in 1927. It was also considered 
about 15% above the wartime peak 
in 1942. 


CONSTRUCTION 
contractors 
employed 
more 
than 
2,000,000 
workers in August and September 
1950, a figure which broke all pre­ 
vious records. Shortages of a num­ 
ber of building materials delayed 
construction during the year. But 
output of most of these key prod­ 
ucts was stepped up because of the 
demand, and by year-end prac­ 
tically all non-metalUc materials 
were in what the agencies called 
“adequate supply.” 
Meanwhile, the defense program 
was biting into the use of steel, 


Although the electric wiring and 
plumbing pipes are hidden in the 
walls and floors of a house, it is 
relatively easy today to modern­ 
ise an outmoded or inadequate 
plumbing or electrical system.

U.N. Unity Keynote In Choice 
By Decorator Of Furnishings

NEW YORK—The United Nations is moving into its new, 
permanent home in the midst of some of the stormiest polifical 
weather it has ever endured.

The greater part of 3,000 secretariat workers, including Trygve 
Lie, is taking quarters in the 39-story, glass walled, office sky­ 
scraper overlooking East River. 
The building is one of three 
now under construction.

Enough workers remain at Lake - 
Success to handle the work en­ 
tailed 'by th e General Assembly. A 
few hundred, will remain at the old"' 
Long Island 
headquarters 
until 
June. By th e n the second new 
building here, for meetings of the 
Security C o u n c i l , Trusteeship 
Council and Assembly Committees 
is to be completed. 
U-N.’s new home has been one 
' ,©f the m ost complicated housing, 
furnishing a n d housekeeping jobs 
of SB' time. I t had. to' stilt 00 mem­ 
ber nations w ith tastes as far apart 
as the poles. So U.N. chose modem 
architecture. 
P e o p l e from the 
tropics and from frigid zones had 
to work in- it. So the secretariat 
building h a s a heating and cooling 
system adjustable in each office by 
the twirl of a knob. Its furnish­ 
ings had to be functional and cbm- 
fortable to c u t down fatigue. Tney 
had to wear long,, be easy to' main­ 
tain and keep clean—to cut down 
costs. They had to be bought in 
many d i f f e r e n t countries and 
welded into a whole th at did not 
clash. 
“All these things were kept' in 
m i n d w h e n furnishings were 
chosen,” says Abel Sorensen, head 
of interior design of ‘the U.N. pro­ 
ject 
LOTS O F ILN.'s CHAIRS are 
covered 
w ith 
leather 
to 
resist 
burns. Window draperies in big­ 
wigs offices are close-woven wool 
that looks sturdy enough to last 
for decades. Carpets are ^generally 
chenille. Offices of top officials 


have television sets, so that they 
can keep* track, of what goes, on in 
a council room without leaving 
their desks. The whole thing has 
been done in cheerful color 
in 
modem decor. Any housekeeper 
would rejoice in the smooth sur- 
facas th at have no dust-catcher 
curlicues. 
When you visit UN.’s new hoftie, 
you will see a building that looks 
like a book standing on end, built 
of Steel, marble, alu m inum 
glass. Both main walls are faced 
with a solid phalanx of green glass 
windows. They don't look green 
from inside, though; they lock like 
Usual window pane. But by some 
scientific quirk, if you raise one 
and lock out, the outside world 
looks rose colored. From one side 
you see the East River, from the 
other 
M anhattan's 
skyscrapers, 
their lights glowing like a spangled 
jewel-box on a winter afternoon. 
UPSTAIRS, the s e c r e t a r i a t 
building’s glass walls are lined with 
offices. Many are small, in order 
to spread the window space as far 
as it will go. Even so, there are 
not enough windows to go'around. 
So many secretaries, stenographers, 
etc., work, in Inside rooms by* elec­ 
tric light. *• 
In the upper part of the build­ 
ing is the secretary general’s five- 
room suite—office, meeting room, 
private l i v i n g room, bedroom, 
kitchen and bath. The office is 
panelled in Norwegian pine, car­ 
peted in American brown chenille

carpet and hung with draperies of 
soft blue Swedish wool. One wall 
of the meeting room is lined with 
cork, so th at maps and charts can 
be pinned on it. Another slides up 
to reveal the sitting room. The 
two rooms can 'be thrown, together 
any time the secretary general 
wants to entertain at lunch or din­ 
ner. Dull-finished aluminum light­ 
ing fixtures throw the light ceiling- 
ward. 


The suites of the eight assistant 
secretaries general are smaller, but 
equallv modern. 


When the entire U.N. headquar­ 
ters is finished the secretariat sky­ 
scraper will be linked to the other 
two m ain buildings—the meeting 
hail 
area 
and 
the 
G e n e r a l 
Assembly Hall. These two are low 
widespread buildings clustered near 
the base of the skyscraper. Under­ 
ground will be a 1,500-car garage 
and to one side will stand the li­ 
brary, converted from a building 
which U.N. used for operating of­ 
fices while constructing the new 
headquarters. Graen turf, flowers, 
trees, fountains and parkways will 


fill, the Mat: of' the site th at one» 
held slaughterhouses. Above them 
will fly the flags of the United 
Nations. 
THE MEETING BALL building 
will have some of the world's big­ 
gest and most up to date commit­ 
tee rooms. Seventy foot tables — 
some shaped like a giant horse­ 
shoe and .some like a huge '‘C T - 
are now being made to order to 
seat the id nation delegations. 'On 
them 
will 
stand 
U Ji.’s 
simul­ 
taneous translating devices. While 
a speech is being made, a delegate 
can put 09 his headphone, presa 
the button he chooses and get a 
simultaneous digest of it in Eng­ 
lish, French, Spanish, Chinese or 
Russian. 
The committee rooms will be 
panelled, .in. mah.og.any, walnut or 
teakwood and their furniture will 
be of the same wood. They will be 
carpeted in blue, brown or green, 
and their big picture windows will 
have harmonious draperies th a t 
take 500 square yards of ma­ 
terials. At one end will rise the 
balcony to seat the public and the 
press. 
The same building will hold the 
delégate’ lounges. The main on» • 
will be huge—divided into three 
sections. The center section, for 
recreation will be furnished' in big 
sofas of brown, beige and ivory 
leather from South America 
Modern United States chairs up­ 
holstered in grey and brilliant 
orange wool, grouped around small 
birch, tables, 'In. a writing room a t 
one end will be Czechoslovakian 
chairs and Finnish desks of beech 
and birch. A reading room at th» 
other end will be furnished with 
mahogany tables and chairs up­ 
holstered in Danish blue wool. 
Up on the roof will be the 
cafeteria for the secMtariat and 
the restaurant for the delegates, 
rimmed by a wide terrace over­ 
looking the East River. 
The 'General Assembly building, 
- which Is expected to 'be finished 
by the summer of 1952 will be a 
big 
domed 
structure, 
providing 
seats for delegations, press and 1,- 
000 spectates. I t will have the 
latest electronic equipment and 
modern lighting. And 4,000 square 
yards of carpet will cover its floor. 


Gloomy Architects See Barracks, 
Quonset Huts Main *51 Housing

NEW Y O RK (UP)-—Ask one rep­ 
resentative of the American Insti-* 
tute of Architects: what is ahead, 
for 'homc-bull'ding this year and he 
will answer "Quonset huts, and. 
barracks." 
That Is the gloomy outlook, as 
seen by Jo h n Hancock Callender, 
head of th e small house commit­ 
tee of the AIA. 
Callender said: 
“It’s h ard to forecast the future 
of home construction, but If this 
nation builds an army of more 
than 3,000,000 men, as asked by 
President Truman, It will mean 
concentration cm war housing. 
“Quonsqt 
huts, 
barracks 
and 
temporary houses near war plant 
altes will be the answer." 
Callender feels th at stepped-up 
mobilization will Just about stop 
any other type of home construc­ 
tion. 
Current credit restrictions al­ 
ready have sliced deeply into civil­ 
ian home-building, he said, "es­ 
pecially in the low cost field." 
The restrictions haven’t affected 
the home buyer who can afford a 
house costing $25,000 or more. 
Callender explained, "This buyer 
can afford the big down payment 
the government now requires on 
such a house." 
Callender said he hoped 'the pit­ 
falls of 
temporary 
housing 
In 
World W ar n could be avoided in 
»uy new wár plant housing. 
“The trouble was, the temporary 
Housing was too perm anent,” he 
•aid. 
explained, I t was built too 
*eD to 
be temporary' and too 
poorly «ver to be good perm anent 


housing." 
“People still are living in some 
of those shacks from World War 
II," he complained. “Or should. I * 
say existing?** 
•He would, 'like to see some archi­ 
tect come up with temporary hous­ 
ing which would just automatically 
fall apart after five years. 
"But,” he added, “none of us 
has been able to do this. So I guess 
the answer to war housing is to 
make it better than we did in the 
last war . . . so th at it’s at least 
liveable for the 20 years or so it 
holds together." 
He does not foresee a nation of 
builders who demand an A-bomb 
shelter with every two-car garage. 
“As a matter of fact," he said, 
"bomb-shelter plans are available. 
But I*ve not heard of a single 
architect who hadfc a request for 
one." ■ 


For Door**laiiing 
W hen edge-planing doors be­ 
fore hanging, time can be saved by 
holding them securely with a sim­ 
ple stop made of scrap lumber. The 
door stop is made by cutting a V- 
shaped notch, three inches wide 
at the mouth and 12 inches long, 
ill the piece of wood. Then It is 
tacked to the window sill, as shown 
in the illustration, with two thin 
casing nails.

Efficiency Of All 


Heating Systems 


January Is a good month to do 
your hoping, says an old farm er’s 
almanac, and in cold clim ates the 
'householder does considerable hop­ 
ing that his heating plant w ill 
keep on functioning through the 
winter. 
It ’s a good time to make a care­ 
ful check-up and to plan what 
improvements you’ll make in the 
spring and summer when the heat 
is off. 
% 
THOROUGH IN SU LA T IO N win 
increase 
the 
efficiency of 
any 
heating system and cut your fuel 
bills down accordingly. 
W inter Is the best time to in­ 
sulate hot wate. and steam pipes 
and warm air ducts. You w ill find 
all of them dry, easy to clean and 
they w ill take insulation better 
while they are warm. 
• • • 
Insulating covers for pipes are 
usually made of corrugated or 
cellular asbestos, m ineral wool and 
other fir e - r e s is ta n t m aterials. 
They are pre-shaped as hollow 
cylinders, encased in canvas, and 
fastened with metal bands. You 
can get these in sections three feet 
long. They are split lengthwise on 
one side to perm it slipping them 
over a pipe. They can be obtained

from your heating contractor or 
local hardware store for various 
pipe sixes. 
Be sure that all pipes to be cov­ 
ered are cleaned and in good con­ 
dition. Elbows and T joints are 
packed with asbestos cement. This 
should be mixed with only enough 
water to make it workable. The 
first coat, about an inch thick, is 
applied with your hands, or a plas­ 
terer’s trowel. Scratch the surface 
to leave it as rough as possible in 
order to provide a bond for the 
finishing coat. When the first coat 
is dry, the second coat about balf- 
an-inch 
thick, 
is 
applied 
and 
smoothed off. Canvas sim ilar to 
that on pipe coverings can b e, 
wrapped over this plaster to give 
a neat appearance. 


Asbestos cement also is used to 
cover jste&m boilers. A 100-pound 
bag w ill cover 20 to 25 feet, one- 
inch thick. Ten-pound bags are 
available for small jobs. 
In covering a boiler allow the 
first coat to become almost dry, 
then stretch wire mesh over it 
and apply the second coat. The 
stretching of the mesh may cause 
some cracks in the undercoat, but 
the mesh win reinforce both coats. 
CO RRUGATED A S B E S T O S 
paper or sim ilar insulators are 
used for warm air ducts. These 
coverings are applied in three 
layers. Measure around the duct 
and allow about an inch and, a 
half more for overlap. After tying 
this layer around the duct, meas­ 
ure over it for the second layer 
and Its overlap. Then measure over 
the second layer for the third. The 
ends of each layer should be stag­ 
gered and wire binding or metal 
bands should be spaced every IS 
inches or so to secure the job. 
« • • • 
IN SPEC TIO N of the inside of a 
furnace during the heating season 
is a good idea. If excessive soot 
has accumulated It may mean in­ 
efficient combustion or wrong type 
of fuel. 
Directions supplied by manufac­ 
turers should be carefully followed 
for all automatic heating plants, 
such as oil-burners, mechanical 
stokers and gas heaters. Such in­ 
structions are based on experience 
and field tests.

PLAN TO PLANT SOON 
Practical And Decorative 
Fruit Trees Thrive In Marin 


By SHELD O N N. JA C K SO N 
M arla County Farm Adviser 
Fruit trees have a place in the 
fam ily garden. They can be fitted 
into die landscaping plan and can 
be a source of fresh fru it during 
the season. Most of the common 
fruits can be gow n In M arin 
county with good success if pro­ 
perly handled. Planning for plant­ 
ing should begin now. 
Fruit trees require a deep, well 
drained, coarse soil type for best 
growth. They w ill survive on shal­ 
low soil but need to be ted fertiliser 
hi order to make proper growth. 
If the soil is poorly drained that 
Is if water stands in the subsoil, 
the roots w ill rot and cause slow 
or Immediate death to the tree de­ 
pending on the' amount of water 
in the subsoil. The trees should be 
planted where they w ill have ac­ 
cess to full sun light. Fru it trees 
will not do thetr best in the shade. 
PLA N TIN G O F T R E E S is best 
in the spring months whoa the 
soil warms up and growing weather 
is best Many people make the 
mistake of using too large a nurs­ 
ery tree for planting, thinking 
that the larger the tree the quicker 
fruit w ill be obtained. This is not 
generally true. A two year old 
nursery tree has developed a rather 
large top above ground growth — 
and when it is dug from tie nurs­ 
ery row the roots are cut off and 
the root system is out of balance 
with the top growth. A small tree, 
preferably a June bud. is the best 
tree for planting as a bare root It 
should have a diameter of not less 
than % inch and not more than % 
inch on the trunk two inches above 
the bud. The roots .should be 
straight and many. H ie tree should 
have good th rift over all. 
W HEN SET IN PLA C E the roots 
should be well spread out in the 
bottom of the hole and covered 
with fine soil. The tree should be 
set to the seme depth as it was 
to the nursery. This is indicated by 
* dart ring around the trunk. Set­ 
ting too deep w ill cause the tree 
to be stunted or to die. 
If the yard lacks room for a wide 
variety of fruit, grafting or bud­ 
ding may be done to increase the 
number of varieties and prolong 
the season of fresh fruit. 
Peaches are usually a universal 
favorite and most peaches do well 
k«*e. The Elberta variety is a 
favorite and a good fruit. There is 


an 'early and late variety. One 
variety can be grafted cm the 
other. 
Apricots are always welcome. 
The Tilton, Blenheim or Moorpark 
variety can be planted. 
The Santa Rosa, green gage, 
Satsuma plums are good varieties 
for planting in the home garden. 
Apples and pears do well. W al­ 
nuts need a deep soil for best 
growth. 
ARRAN GEM EN TS SHOULD be 
made to care for the fruit trees 
after they are p l a n t e d . They 
should be well watered during the 
first growing season. In order to 
produce good quality fruit, and in 
quantity, the trees must be sprayed 
to control disease 
and insects. 
They must also b! pruned each 
year in order to establish a me­ 
chanically strong tree and to dis­ 
tribute the bearing evenly over the 
tree. Unless care is given the tree, 
there is a waste of time, effort, 
and space. 
The practice of planting a home 
orchard to supply fruits for the 
table and also for canning pur­ 
poses is growing. 
Fruits and plenty of them are 
now recognised as a necessary 
part of the healthy fam ily's diet. 
When they are home grown and 
tree ripened, they p o sse ss a 
sweetness and freshness that is 
not possible to obtain otherwise. 
Moreover, the fam ily need never 
“skimp” on health-giving fruits 
even though prices be high in the 
market. 
IN C A LIFO RN IA we are very 
fortunate because we ogi truly en­ 
joy fresh fruits from the trees and 
vines that we plant. Here we can 
pick peaches from our trees within 
two years after we plant them. A 
crop of fresh apricots can be had 
In only a matter of a couple of 
seasons and grapes and berries 
come from our own vines a 
year after we plant them, and the 
production from our own trees and 
vines is far greater than those of 
our friends in the East. These are 
hut a few good reasons for having 
our own trees and even on the 
average city lot where space is at 
a premium, we have the oppor­ 
tunity to use fruit trees as orna­ 
mental trees as well as for utility. 
Even the smallest home grounds 
can be so planted that the demand 
for beauty is satisfied and at the 
same time providing the owners a 


supply of fruit throughout the 
season.

California Grows Bulk 


Of Nation's Grapes 


B E R K E L E Y — California's half 
m illion acres of vineyards consti­ 
tute about 80 per cent of the total 
grape acreage in the United States 
and they produce over 90 per omit 
of the nation's grapes, according to 
research reports by the University 
of California College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
0 
Ironically, California cannot be 
called 
the 
leading 
“American” 
grape producing state. 
The cultivated grapes of C ali­ 
fornia are principally the kind 
grown in the Mediterranean coun­ 
tries and are known as “European” 
grapes. They are derived from a 
wild species native to western Asia 
—the Vitis vinifcra. 
Most of the varieties cultivated 
in the rest of the United States are 
derived from American wild vines 
or from crosses between them and 
vinlfera, and are called “ Ameri­ 
can” grapes. 
Notwithstanding this oddity of 
definition. California remains the 
overwhelming leader of the nation 
in grape production. 
In 194«, the peak production year 
of all time, the VS. produced 3.- 
100.000 tons of grapes. California'» 
contribution to this total was 3,- 
900.000 tons, or more than 93 per 
cent. 
Of the five general classes of the 
fruit, raisin grapes comprise nearly 
«0 per cent of the total state out­ 
put. Wine and table grapes ac­ 
count for about 90 per cent each. 
On a world-wide basis, 
C a li­ 
fornia has a very small acreage- 
only 3 per cent of the total. Rela­ 
tive to this low position in acre­ 
age, It is a heavy producer of 
raisin grapes, with an output of 40 
per cent of the world's total, and 
it is fairly high in table grape pro­ 
duction, with 15 per cent. In wine 
grapes, however» It produces only 
2 per cent.

Outlook Unsure 


It / furniture trade moved In 
high gear in 1969. and figures to 
start 1951 in the same way. 
The past year was a good one 
one of the best. 
Industry accountants report that 
shipments, as measured in dollars, 
in the first ten months of 1950 
topped shipments in 1948, the ban­ 
ner >?ar, by 8 per cent. 
How the trade farm in 1951 w ill 
be determined to a large extent by 
supply. That, in turn, w ill depend 
on the manpower and m aterial 
available in the factories. 
There seems to be no question 
about demand. That is expected to 
be strong. 
Lawrence H . W hiting, president 
of the American Furniture M art, 
estimates that sales of home goods 
of many kinds w ill approach $15,- 
000,000,000 when 1960 accounts are 
cast up. 
“ Home furnishings volume in 
1951 w ill approximate the sales of 
1949-47, far above prewar levels 
but not in the stratosphere reached 
in 1966,” he says. 
* 
Sales in 1951 w ill be lim ited by 
the availability of m aterials and 
labor. The defense program w ill 
cut into both. Government con­ 
trols and regulations w ill also have 
their effect. • 
“It should not be too difficult to 
match the first six months of 1960, 
but the third quarter of the year 
marked the all-tim e high in pro­ 
duction, shipments and retail sale* 
in most home goods lines. It Is 
unlikely that the third quarter of 
1961 w ill show 
com parable re­ 
sults.” 
W hiting says an accumulation of 
stock should avert any shortagca to 
home furnishings dining the first 
half or three quart«» of the new 
year.

CONSTRUCTION FORECAST 


Fewer Homes To Be Built, 
Federal Agencies Predict 


WASHINGTON — Construction 
activity in the UJ3. Is beginning to 
trace a new pattern as 1981 gets 
underway, according to Govern­ 
ment construction specialists' the 
Wall Street Journal says. 
The pattern* will mean that 
builders in months ahead will put 
up fewer new homes and get fewer 
public construction contracts. But 
construction of commercial and in­ 
dustrial plants, particularly for de­ 
fense needs, will Increase. 
'lire C o m m e r c e Department's 
building materials división 'and the 
Labor Department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said the changing 
trend is occuring partly as a re­ 
sult of actions taken to prevent 
inflation and conserve scarce ma­ 
terials, and partly in anticipation 
of similar further moves that m ay 
become necessary. 
* 
A JOINT REPORT from the two 
Government divisions * did not go ‘ 
Into detail on these moves. Ob­ 
viously it was referring to Federal 
Reserve Board and Housing Sc 
Home Finance Agency curbs on 
mortgage credit for homes, and to 
recent orders of the National pro­ 
duction Authority curbing the' use 
of scarce metals In “non-essentiar 
activities. More orders of this sort 
will come in the weeks just ahead. 
The report explained that while * 
borne building is declining from 
f record high levels, building of fac­ 
tories, warehouses and store struc­ 
tures has spurted since the out­ 
break of war in Korea. 
" 'The Immediate post-war ex­ 
pansion of industrial plants had 
been largely completed by 1949 and 
construction of new factories-was 
proceeding at a relatively moderate 
pace until mid-1950, when many 
Industrial establish menta 


upon further expansion,** the de­ 
partment said. “Commercial build­ 
ing had lagged behind new resi­ 
dential developments in spite of 
.substantial post-war 'expansion. A. 
considerable increase in the con­ 
struction of new stores, warehouses 
and office buildings was under 
way, however, during the closing 
months of i960.” 
The joint report estimated that 
outlays for new construction put 
in place in 1950 amounted to a 
record-breaking total of almost - 
$27,715 million. The number of 
new housing units started far sur­ 
passed any previous year’s total, 
employment in contract construc­ 
tion reached a peak and output of 
many building materials broke all 
previous records. 
Raising1 of new homes accounted 
for most of the records, se t"' last 
year In the construction field. The 
■ housing boom which started in the 
last half of 1949 reached peak 
proportions in tfee spring of 1950 
and continued to exceed all pre­ 
vious levels until near the end of 
the year. 
THE AGENCIES suggested that 
liberal financing coupled, 'with 'the 
accumulated, backlog of housing 
needs set off the boom. But a 
tightening 'of h o u s i n g credit 
- brought it to an end in the final 
quarter of 1950. A total of nearly 
$11,500 million was spent on con­ 
struction of privately-owned non­ 
farm dwellings in 1950, or more 
than two-fifths of total outlays for 
.all types, of construction last year. 
B uildings of schools, churches, 
hospitals and other Institutional 
structures also hit unprecedented 
levels in 1950. Spending for high­ 
way construction and reclamation 
and flood control were up tnoder- 


ately over 1949, to a new high level. 
In terms of physical volume of 
work done, as well as in dollars, 
19501 was a record year in con­ 
struction, the Government agen­ 
cies declared. Physical volume of 
construction 
work 
accomplished 
was estimated at about 10% above 
the previous record—set way back 
in 1927. It was also considered 
about 15% above the wartime peak 
in 1942.

workers in August and September 
1950, a figure which broke all pre­ 
vious records. Shortages of a num­ 
ber of building materials delayed 
construction during the year. But 
output of most of these key prod­ 
ucts was stepped up because of the 
demand, and. by year-end prac­ 
tically .all. non-metallic materials 
were In what the agencies called 
“adequate supply.”

Heating Systems 


January Is a good month to do 
your hoping, says an old farmer’s 
almanac- and in coM climate® the 
' householder does consMermble hop­ 
ing that his heating plant will 
keep on functioning through the 
winter. 
It's a good time to 'make a care­ 
ful check-up and to plan what 
Improvements you'll make in the 
spring and summer when the heat 
jg qff. 
!% 
t h o r o u g h INSULATION win 
increase the efficiency of any 
heating system and cut your fuel 
bills down accordingly. 
Winter1 is the best time to' .In­ 
sulate hot watet' aqd steam pipes 
and warm air ducts. You will find 
all of them dry, easy to clean and 
they will take insulation better 
while they are warm. 
• * * 
Insulating covers for pipes are 
usually made of corrugated or 
cellular asbestos, mineral wool and 
other f i r e - r e s i s t a n t materials. 
They are pre-shaped as hollow 
cylinders, encased in canvas, and 
fastened with metal bands. You 
can. get these .in .sections, three feet 
long. They are split lengthwise on 
one side to permit slipping them 
over a pipe. They can be obtained

from your heating contractor or 
local hardware store for various 
pipe sises. 
Be sure that all pipes to be cov­ 
ered are cleaned and in good con­ 
dition. 13 bows and T joints are 
packed with asbestos cement. This 
should be mixed with only enough 
water to make it workable. The 
first coat, about an inch thick, is 
applied with your hands, or a plas­ 
terer's trowel. Scratch the surface 
to leave It as rough as possible in 
order to provide a bond for the 
finishing coat. When the first coat 
is dry, the second coat about half- 
an-inch thick, is applied and 
smoothed off. Canvas, similar to' 
that on pipe coverings can be 
wrapped over this plaster to give 
a neat appearance. 


is used to 
cover vsteam boilers. A 100-pound 
bag will cover 20 to 25 feet, one- 
inch thick. Ten-pound bags are 
available for small jobs. 
In covering a boiler allow the 
first coat to become almost dry, 
then stretch wire mesh over it 
and apply the second coat. The 
stretching of the mesh may cause 
some cracks In the undercoat, but 
the mesh win reinforce both coats. 
CORRUGATED A S B E S T O S , 
paper or similar insulators are 
used for warm air ducts. These 
coverings are applied in three 
layers. Measure around the duct 
and allow about an inch and. a 
half more for overlap. After tying 
this layer around the duct, meas­ 
ure' over it for the second layer 
and its overlap. Then measure over 
the second layer for the third. The 
ends of each layer should be stag­ 
gered and 'wire binding' or metal 
bands should be spaced every I t 
inches or so to secure the job.

PLAN TO PLANT SOON 
Practical And Decorative 
Fruit Trees Thrive In Marin 


By SHELDON N. JACKSON 
Marin County Farm Advisor 
Fruit trees have a place in the 
family garden. They can be fitted 
into the landscaping plan and can 
be a source of fresh fruit during 
the season. Most of the common 
fruits can be gow n In Marin 
county with good success if pro­ 
perly handled. Planning for plant­ 
ing should begin now. 
Fruit trees require a deep, well 
drained, coarse soil type for 'best 
growth. They will survive on shal­ 
low soil but need to be fed fertiliser 
in order to make proper growth. 
It the soil is poorly drained that 
'Is 'if water1 stands in the subsoil, 
the roots will rot and cause slow 
or immediate death to the tree de­ 
pending on the* amount of water 
in the subsoil. The trees should 'be 
planted where they will have ac­ 
oceas to full sun light. Fruit trees 
will not do their best in the shade. 
PLANTING OF TREES is best 
In the spring-, 'months, when, 'the 
soil warms up and growing weather 
is best. Many people make the 
mistake of using too large p nurs­ 
ery tree for planting, thinking 
that the larger the tree the quicker 
fruit will be obtained. This Is not 
generally true. A two year oM 
nursery tree has developed a rather 
large top above .ground growth — 
and when it is dug from fie nurs­ 
ery row the roots are cut off and 
the root system is out of balance 
with the top growth. A small tree, 
preferably a June bud, 'Is 'the 'best 
tree for planting as a bare root. It 
. should have a diameter of not less 
than % inch and not more than % 
inch on. the trunk, two inches above 
the bud. The roots should be 
straight pnd many. The tree should 
have good thrift over all. 
WHEN SET IN PLACE the roots 
should be well spread out In the 
bottom of the hole and covered 
with fine soil. The tree should be 
ret to the same depth as it was 
In the nursery. This is indicated by 
*■ dark ring around the trunk.. .Set­ 
ting too deep will cause fhe tree 
to be Stunted or to die. 
* 
If the yard lacks room for a wide 
variety of fruit, grafting or bud­ 
ding may be done to increase the 
number of varieties and prolong 
the season of fresh fruit. 
Peaches are usually a universal 
favorite .and most peaches do well 
here. The Siberia variety is a 
favorite and a good fruit. There is 


an 'early and late variety. One 
variety can be grafted on the 
other. 
Apricots are always welcome. 
The Tilton, Blenheim or Moorpark 
variety can be planted. 
The Santa Rosa, green gage, 
Satsuma plums are good va.rieti.es — 
for planting in the home garden. 
Apples and pears do well. Wal­ 
nuts need a deep soil for best 
growth. 
ARRANGEMENTS SHOULD be 
made to care for the fruit trees 
after they are p l a n t e d . They 
should be well watered during the 
first growing season. In order to 
produce good quality fruit, and in. 
quantity, the trees must be sprayed 
to control disease and insects. 
They must also bé pruned each 
year' in order to establish a me­ 
chanically strong tree and to dis­ 
tribute the bearing evenly over the 
tree. Unless care is given the tree, 
there is a waste of time, effort, 
and space. 
The practice of planting a home 
orchard to supply fruits for the 
table and also for canning pur­ 
poses is growing. 
Fruits and plenty of them are 
now recognized as a necessary 
part of the healthy family’s diet. 
When they are home grown and 
tree ripened, they p o s s e s s a 
sweetness and freshness that is 
not possible to obtain otherwise. 
Moreover, the family need never 
“ddmp” on health-giving fruits 
even though prices be high in the 
market. 
IN CALIFORNIA we are very 
fortunate because we cqp truly en­ 
joy fresh fruits from the trees and 
vines that we plant. Here we can 
pick peaches from our trees within 
two years after we plant them. A 
crop of fresh apricots can be had 
to only a matter of a couple of 
seasons, 'and grapes and berries 
come from our own vines a 
year after we plant them, and the 
production from our own trees and 
vines 'Is far greater tho-i those1 of 
our friends in the East. These are 
but a few good reasons for having 
our own trees and even on the 
average city lot where space is at 
a premium, we have the opt>or- 
tunity to use fruit trees as orna­ 
mental trees as well as for utility. 
Even the smallest home grounds 
■can 'be so planted that the demand 
for beauty is satisfied and at the 
same time providing the owners a 


supply of fruit throughout the 
season.

California Grows Bulk 


Of Nation's Grapes 


BERKELEY — California’s half 
million acres of vineyards consti­ 
tute' about to per cent of the total 
grape acreage in the United States 
and they produce over 90 per cent 
of the nation’s grapes, according to 
research reports by the University 
of California College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Ironically, California cannot be 
called 
the 
leading 
“American” 
grape producing state. 
The cultivated grapes of Cali­ 
fornia are principally the kind 
grown in the Mediterranean coun­ 
tries and are known as “European" 
grapes. They are derived from a 
wild species native to western Asia 
—the Vitis vinifera.. 
Most of the varieties cultivated 
in the rest of the United States are 
derived from American wild vines 
or from crosses between them and 
vinifera, and are called “Ameri­ 
can” grapes. 
Notwithstanding 'this, oddity of 
definition, California remains the 
overwhelming leader of the nation 
in grape production. 
In 1048, the peak production year 
of all time, the U A produced 3,- 
100.000 tons of grapes. California's 
contribution to this total was 2,- 
900.000 tons, or more than 93 per 
cent. 
Of the five general classes of the 
fruit, raisin grapes comprise nearly 
60 per cent of the total state oat- 
put. Wine and table grapes ac­ 
count for about 20 per cent each. 
On a world-wide basis, Cali­ 
fornia has a very small acreage- 
only 3 per cent of the totaL Rela­ 
tive' to' this low position. In. acre­ 
age, it is a heavy producer of 
raisin grapes, With an output of 40 
per cent of the world's total, and 
it is fairly high in table grape pro­ 
duction, with 15 per cent. In wine 
grapes, however, It produces only 
2 per cent.
